For Over 500 Fatalities In 
Nation Over Holiday Period 


By The Associated Press 


Violent accidents in the United States took a near record toll over 


the four-day Christmas holiday. 


Deaths in traffic accidents, fires and from miscellaneous causes 


from 6 p. m. Friday to last midnight (local time) reached the 'stag- 
gering total of 747. 
This figure compares with the record accidental death toll of 761 


recorded in'the four-day Christmas holiday of 1936. 


Traffic accidents caused more than 500 fatalities, but the 508 


total was below the 600 predicted by the National Safety Council. 
Fires caused 100 deaths—but none resulting 'from Christmas trees. 


•{.There were 139 persons killed' in 


violent accidents of miscellaneous 
nature. 


This -year's total exceeded the 


1950 
accidental 
deaths of 724 


which occurred during a three-day 
holiday. The 1949 three-day total 
was 580.

STEEL GROUP 
WILL CONFER 
OVER WAGES 


Pittsburgh, Dec. 
26—(JP)—The 


highest authorities in the CIO- 
United Steelworkers of America 
meet here tomorrow to decide 
whether they will go through with 
a nation wide strike at midnight, 
December 31. 


Philip Murray, president of both 


the CIO and the USW, has sum- 
moned the Steelworkers' two most 
powerful groups Into action—the 
36-member executive board and 
the 170-member wage-policy com- 
T ittee. 


Apparently there are only two 


courses open to the Steelworkers: 


They, like the steel' companies, 


can accept President 
Truman's 


mandate that there must be no in- 
teruption of steel production—vital 
to the U. S. defense effort. 


They may go through the strike 


and face a possible presidential 
Taft-Hartley act crackdown. 


The President asked both com- 


panies and union to turn the dis- 
pute over to the Wage Stabiliza- 
tion Board for settlement. 
Mr. 


Truman said the workers, if en- 
titled to a wage raise, would get 
it; and the companies, if entitled 
to a price increase, would get It. 


To agree to the presidential re- 


quest, Murray will have to back 
down from his previous statement 
work without a Contract. He can 
dp this gracefully If his executive 
board and wage policy committee 
order him to do so tomorrow. 


The union wants an 18% cent 


hourly pay raise, guaranteed an- 
nual'wage, the union shop, Improv- 
ed incentive and premium pay, and 
other benefits. The Steelworkers 
np\5r-.,get a.little less than $2, an 
hour. 
Just how big a raise the Meet 


companies can pay, with or with- 
out an increase in the price of 
steel, is a matter of dispute. 


If the USW persists in its plan 


to strike there is strong specula- 
tion that the president may use 
the Taft-Hartley Act to obtain an 
injunction that would halt the 
strike 80 days. In that event the 
situation would be taken out of 
WSB hands. To violate such an 
injunction would mean that both 
Murray and his union might face 
heavy momentary penalties as did 
John L. Lewis and his United 
Mine Workers when they violated 
a similar injunction. 


The calling of the policy-plan- 


ners into session is regarded as a 
hopeful sign by most observers.

For his column today Hal Boyle, Associated 


Press feature writer, types an article that furnishes a 
fairly good description of the average home "the 
day after Christmas," especially if there are children 
in the family. He says: 


The day after Christmas every child smells like 


peppermint candy. 


So does a lot of the furniture the children have 


been climbing over. 


Many a bright drum is already broken. Many a 


little girl puts down her fancy doll and goes back to 
pampering the old doll she has loved so long. 


The first needier from the fair green tree begin 


to fall upon the floor. The golden-brown turkey of 
yesterday disappears into the mystery of hash. 


Santa Claus has made the long voyage back home. 


His reindeer are back out of harness, and Mrs. 
Claus is saying, as the old Saint soaks his chilled 
toes in hot water, "I don't know how much longer 
you can keep this up. Every year you come back 
worn out." 


"Well, every year there are more kids to remem- 


ber," says Santa. 


Christmas is gone, but it leaves a glow behind 


it that lasts until the New Year. 


In some ways the few days left upon the calen- 


dar are even more enjoyable than Christmas Day 
itself. It is a relaxed time, a period for 
looking 


behind and planning ahead. 


The house is still cluttered with the debris of 


the season, the tinsel and bright colors of yesterday, 
and the heart knows a mellowness better than ex- 
citement. It has the feeling you get from a fire- 
place, a kind of belated Indian summer of the spirit 
that lingers on. 


The Christmas bills haven't come in yet, but 


your wife has already forgiven you for the fool you 
made of yourself at the annual office Christmas 
party. 


Yes, it is a soft interval. There is gratitude for 


those who remembered you, and a twinge in your 
heart for the old friend that you yourself somehow 
overlooked. 
Never mind, he'll understand. Old 


friends always do. It's the new ones who tend to 
be touchy. 


Your own troubles of the year seem smaller. A 


man finds the kindness to forgive his own mistakes, 
and the woes of other men touch him more nearly. 
He understands the bleak loss of a miner's wife in 
Illinois. . . . The loneliness of a prisoner in Korea. 
He hears, as the poet said, "the still, sad music of 
humanity." 


People are knit together again by old memories 


across the mystic miles, a togetherness they wish 
would never fade. 


It is a period of renewal, this tag-end time of the 


year, an inner flourishing that enables people, when 
it is over, to take up their lives again and go on 
in faith from hare to wherever the new year leads.

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Election Guesses Make Nation 
A Winter Wonder (?) Land

WTASKINGTON—(NEA)—Early-winter boc::makers on the 1952 
" presidential sweepstakes can take some interesting bets now on 
entries to run against the favorites. For instance, if General Eisen- 
hower decides to run as a Republican, or e%en if he gets drafted, what 
Democrat would want to run in opposition? 


He would be a fall guy, almost certain to go down in defeat. 
Strangely enough, there are several Barkuses who seem willin*. 


President Truman, out of his famous stubbornness, is believed willing 
to make the race even against Eisenhower, and he might make it 
interesting. Considering all the patronage the Democratic machine 
has built up over the last 19 years, and all the money it has spent, 
Truman still isn't counted out. 


Income tax case scandals in Department of Justice and Bureau of 


Internal Revenue might damage Truman's chances if he cannot clsan 
house in a hurry. 


PRESIDENT ALBEN W. BARKLEY. in his general statement 


of availability for anything last summer, probably had in mind 


only his willingness—or eagerness—to be Truman's running mate 
again. The Veep has just turned 74. Many political experts have 
tried to count him ijut of the 1952 race-for that reason alone. 


But if President Truman should not be the number one candidate 


it is generally believed that Barkley would be perfectly willing to 
head the Democratic ticket, even if it meant certain defeat. He is 
that much of a regular, and that loyal to his party. 


Supreme Court Justice Fred M. Vinson, another loyal and regular 


Kentucky Democrat, has kept complete silence during all the talk 
that he has been the President's first choice to head the Democratic 
ticket, in the event Truman himself should decide not to run. Vinson 
is 62—six years younger than. President Truman. Age is therefore 
no factor in ruling the chief justice out of the political picture. 


"JV/TOST interesting of the dark horse Democrats is Sen. Estes Kefauver 
~ 
of Tennessee, now an avowed candidate. Even as the fall-guy 


against Eisenhower, Senator Kefauver xvould have everything to gain, 
nothing much to lose by carrying the Democratic colors in the 1952 
race. 


Kefauver's Senate reputation as a crime buster would offset any 


smell of irregularity clinging to the Democratic Party as a result of 
King committee disclosures. Senator Kefauver is 49. He could take 
a licking in 1952 and still be the number one Democrat In line for 1956. 


Senator Kefauver is even considered a good bet for the vice presi- 


dential nomination, to run with Truman in case the three-score-and- 
fourteen-year-old Barkley can be persuaded to step aside. 


The possibility that President Truman will not be a candidate to 


succeed himself is now widely doubted. The greatest influence against 
his running has been Mrs. Truman 
But friends of Mrs. Trumaft 


now believe that she no longer has the influence she once had on her 
husband's decisions. 
These friends insist, furthermore, that the 


President now considers himself the indispensable man. 


Gov. 
James F. Byrnes of South Carolina, Sen. Harry Byrd Of 


Virginia and others still hang onlo their hopes of keeping the 
nomination from President Truman. 
If they succeed in this efforf, 


one of the sueetest bits of revenge which the Truman faction of the 
party could inflict would be to hand the Democratic nomination to 
the anti-Truman forces and let them take the 1952 licking from 
Eisenhower or Taft.

Democratic Sen. Richard Russell of Georgia is, of Course, the South's 


number one choice for the presidential nomination. 
But Senator 


Russell realistically declares he is not a candidate, believing that no 
Southerner can as yet be elected President. In other words, he is 
one Democrat »vho has no intention of becoming the fall guy of *52.

James P. Marker, 80 years old, 


retired printer of Warren, passed j 
away at the Union Printers' Home, | 
Colorado Springs, Colo., last week- j 
end, according to word received by 
his wife who resides on the Jack- 
son Run road. 


Mr. Marker was born in Shef- 


field, April 4, 1871, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Otto Marker, who moved to 
Warren soon after his birth. He 
spent his boyhood In this com- 
munity, and early in life became 
an apprentice printer for the late 
Ed Walker soon after the Evening 
Mirror was launched. It was not 
long after he became a journey- 
man printer that he was promoted 
to foreman of the composing room, 
a position that he held for many 
yean, through several changes in 
ownership of the paper.

aid. based on the Red Cross text- 
book. went Into as much detail as 
possible regarding treatment for 
various injuries or illnesaes. This 
article U in the nature of1 a re- 
capitulation to emphasize the pur- 
poses of first aid training and the 
directions for first aid. 


In general, first aid principles as 


outlined in the standard Red Cross 
course apply even in an atomic 
tragedy though the approach may 
necessarily be changed to fit con- 
ditions. Civil defense first aid will 
be discussed in tomorrow's article. 
But to continue mth purposes and 
general directions. 


Purposes: To prevent accidents 


througli ordinary precaution in or 
outside the home; to do the right 
thing at the right time in the event 
of injuries; to prevent added injury 
and danger by careful handling, 
and to procure the proper trans- 
portation. Remember that first aid 
is only temporary pending medical 
assistance.
